Forest  Fires — Our  Most  Shameful  Waste.  Everyone 
apparently  fears  fire  bat  many  are  careless  with  it.  This 
IS  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and  near  woodlands.  Official 
figures  show  that  more  than.  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires 
result  from  human  carelessness  and  can  be  prevented. 
Consequently,  we  may  say  "Foi'est  Fires-  are  our  most 
shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and' their  effects 
far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy';  the  raw  products  of  the 
forests,  the  protection  forests  provide  for  game  and  the  sup- 
ply of  ground  water.  They  upset  local  economies  by  drawing 
men  from  gainful  employment  and  requiring  the  expenditure 
of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in  keeping 
the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  is  increasing.  In  1949 
there  were  100  more  fires  in  New  Hampshire  than  in  ]9i8, 
but  they  burned  500  acres  less.  For  the  warden  and  his 
deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are  capable  of.  they  must  have 
the   cooperation  of  the  pubhc — YOU! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  prevention 
fire  stoppa-c  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your  local 
forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies  ai-e  constantly  working 
It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  and  YOU 
cooperate  with  them.  It  is  worth  YOURe  ifort  and  can  be 
accomplish  e  d   by : 

1.  Being  careful  with  fires  in  and  near  woodland,  being 
particularly  careful  with  mait.ches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  the  war- 
den when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
burning  requirem.ents. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate  our 
most   shameful  waste.

This  seventh  annual  report  srJnjtt(d  ly  the  present 
-Superintendent  of  schools  -nill  be  brief  and  villi  discuss  onlj' 
those  items  that  seem  to  be  of  2;reatest  conc?in  to  your  school- 
Dorchester  was  one  of  two  towns  in  ^Supervisory  Union 
4R  to  receive  more  stale  aid  in  19-19  than  in  the  two  previous 
years.  The  same  will  be  true  the  next  xfar  unless  t-tate  aid 
structure  is  changed  by  legislative  action.  Since  the  fund- 
amental purpose  of  state  aid  is  to  enable  school  districts 
to  offei-  more  and  better  cch;cational  servi(  e  to  tlieir  children 
rather  than  merely  to  reduce  taxes,  Dorcl-ester  ought  to 
use  its  increased  state  aid  to  do  some  things  that  Vv'ould  not 
ordinari'y  be  dot  e. 

One  use  of  the  approvimate  two-hundied  dollars  additional 
aid  might  \^ell  be  to  i)aint  ti.e  school  house.  Its  appear- 
ance would  be  much  improved  if  the  dark  belt  ac  oss  the 
front  we  e  painted  out.  Childien  are  sharp  enough  to  leaMze 
that  community  p-ide  is  ]e'^'e^ted  in  the  kind  of  school 
building  in  \\hich  the}-  are  compelled  to  spend  tn"^  greater 
}  art  of  tbicir  time.  It  might  be  interesting  to  check  improve- 
r/en ts  on  barns,  garages,  .'ind  f^im  machinery  thioughout 
tie  town  since  anything  has  been  done  to  improve  the 
:sppearance  of  the  one  lemainins;  school  house  in  Dorchester 

Eventually,  the  distiict  v.  ill  have  to  pay  more  money  for 
ieachmg  service  than  is  now  being  paid.  When  and  if  a 
■change  of  teacher  takes  place  the  district  may  not  be  able 
to  capitalik,e  on  local  residence  to  buy  service  at  a  figuie  far 
below  the  state  aveiage  or  tiie  legiiining  salary  oi  an 
iioe.xperienccd  ttache?'.  The  19."0  budget  should  allow  for 
sia   inci  eased    amount. 

Parents  may  welcomiCa  word  about  our  testing  program. 
Tests  of  mental  ability  are  given  each  year  in  grades  one  and 
ioui".  The  results  are  used  as  a  help  in  adju.^ting  v.ork  to 
^be  indicated  capacity  of  each  child  so  that  he  may  get  the 


most  out  of  his  scliool  ciioi't.  Achievement  tests  are 
given  each  year  in  all  grades  above  the  second.  Results  of 
those  tests  are  used  as  a  guide  in  meeting  the  individual 
needs  of  each  child.  Whenever  a  weakness  appoars  in  any 
subject,  we  arc  able  to  give  children  more  help  and  to  plan 
remedial  measures.  Final  success  for  many  children  has 
been  made  possible  by  using  the  ijiformation  both  kinds  of 
tests    have    given.
